CANNING AND CURING MEAT. 
~ Surely it is not profitable for farm- 
| ers to sell a cow for say $10 to $20 
| for beef, and buy meat fram the meat 
shop for 15 to 20 cents a pound. If 
one does not care to butcher, a quarter 
of beef may be purchased very rea- 
sonably from neighbors who are 
butchering. In our locaRity beef by 
the quarter is now selling at 6 to 10 
cents a pound. 


Cold-pack canning of meats is a God- 
send to us farm women. Meat is not 
dificult to can successfully, and it 


canned fruit if done right And it is 
very handy to have a goad supply in 
the cellar. Many times the meat 
wagons do not come at the right time 
even if one wants to buy of them. 


I roast the beef partly in the oven, 
previously cutting it into pieces that 
will go in the cans easily, and season- 
' ing properly. When about half cooked 
I put it in the cans, set them in the 
water bath in my boiler and process 
for three hours, counting from the 
time that the water about the cans 
begins to boil briskly. I make sure 
that the water is kept boiling con- 
stantly during the three hours. It 
takes consjderable time for the meat 
inside the cans to get to cooking, so 
that is the reason we must count the 
processing time from the start of the 
boiling of the water about the cans. 
If all the meat in the cans is not 
thoroly cooked, the whole canful will 
spoil. 

Cook Meat Now For Summer. 

We have to have fire now anyway 
to keep warm, so we save fuel as well 
as summer cooking discomfort by 
cooking our meat now for next sum- 
mer’s use. Then next summer the 
meat needs only to be heated to be 
ready for serving. 

I cold-pack pork also. Sausage is 
very nice done this way if one wishes 
to keep some oyer for the fall. 

Meat Canning Precautions. 


Never use second-hand can rubbers 
On meat cans. And always use the 
best grade of rubbers, for the long 
cooking will vulcanize poor rubber so 
that it will disintegrate during the 
standing in the cellar. A good rubber 
is one that will stretch at least a 
quarter and that does not feel gritty, 
and that will bend double very easily. 
Such a rubber will soften during the 
cooking so that the can cover edge 
sinks well into it, then when the rub- 
ber cools it tightens up around the 
cover and makes a perfect seal that 
will keep your canful of meat just as 
long as you want it to keep—for years 
if you please, that is, if you have cook- 
ed it as thoroly as cautioned at the 
beginning of this article 
Meat to be canned or cured should 
be thoroly cooled before starting to 
preserve it. This for the reason, 
especially in curing, that if not cold 
the salt will not penetrate the tissues 
evenly, and they will shivel and fail 
to keep. Also if the meat is frozen the 
salt will not get into the frozen tis- 
| sues. 


Can The Bone Broth. 


To get meat ready for canning cut 
off gristle, excess fat and the bones, 
the latter because they take too much 
can room. The bones may be boiled 
' in cold water to extract all the nutri- 
; ment, and this liquid should be can- 


ned by processing the same as for the 
meat, but you will not need to cook 
it any longer than to sterilize any fer- 
ments that may have dropped into it 
in the handling. Cook these cans of 
soup half an hour, having seasoned 
them to suit taste before putting into 
the cans. 
Ganning Uncooked vs. Cooked Meat. 
Beef, Veal, Pork, Mutton.—It gives 
the meat a little different flavor, more 
like roasted meat, to sear it over by 
baking for ten minutes per pound or 
one-half hour for all, in a very hot 
oven, basting with hot fat the while. 
Or simmer in water for half an hour. 
Then pack the pieces in hot cans, put 
in a teaspoon of salt per each quart.

CURING PORK. 


Cool the carcasses rapidly but do 
not freeze, because salt will not pen- 
entrate frozen tissues. Thirty-six to 
40 degrees is a good temperature for 
meat killing time. Freshly killed 
meat absorbs odors readily, so do not 
hang meat near fuel oils or other 
strong smelling things. 

It will keep for several weeks in a 
temperature constantly under 40 de- 
grees, freezing is all right for meat 
that is to be used as fresh meat, but 
of course it takes longer to get it to 
cooking. 

When the animal heat is all out of 
the flesh (this will take eight or ten 
hours at the above stated tempera- « 
ture) you are ready for the cure mix- 
ture. _This may be dry or liquid. 

A Good Dry Cure. 


For every 100 pounds of meat allow 
eight pounds good salt (this means 
salt that dissolves readily so that it 
gets into meat quickly), 21-2 lb. mo- 
lasses or syrup made from brown su- 
gar, 2 ounces each of red and black 
pepper, or all black if preferred, two 
ounces saltpeter. Mix well and rub 
into each piece, being especially care- 
ful to get it will rubbed in around 
the bones. Pack in a tight barrel or 
box on a table with a liberal sprink- 
ling of the cure mixture on each 
piece. Have the heavier pieces on’ 
the bottom so that they will lie in the 
liquid that forms and thus cure more 
readily. Some farmers like best to 
divide the cure mixture into three 
parts, and rub one-third in at first, 
then let the meat soak this in for 
five days, then rub in another third, 
let set five more days, then add the 
last “third of the cure and set another 
‘five days. Meats hould lie in the cure 
two days per each pound. 


Brine Or Sweet Pickle. 


Per 100 lbs. of meat allow 4% gal- 
lons water, nine lbs. salt (if weather 
is warm better use 10 lbs. salt), 2 1-2 
Ibs. sugar or 4 lbs. molasses, and two 
ounces saltpeter. Boil the dry ingre- 
dients in the water for at least 20 
minutes, then let get cold. Pack the 
heavy pieces of meat at the bottom 
of the crock (better use a crock in- 
stead of a bartel, for it Gan be more 
thoroughly sterilized), with hams in 
first, then shoulders and bacon pieces 
last. Pour on the brine to completely 
cover the meat, weight down with a 
clean board and stones, and allow four 
days per each pound of meat for the 
curing. 
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A Rev. WinJ. Vickery 


He was born August 12th,-1838, in 
2 little house that was built near a 
spring that is now almost under- the 
trestle of the Hartwell Railroad on 
the side of Lightwood Log Creek next 
to Hartwell. This is my best infor- 
ration as to his birth place. ; 

His mother was Patience Sanders, 
the youngest sister of Rev, Sam San- 
ders, a pioneer preacher of northeast 
Georgia. His father was Hightower 
Viekery.. When Uncle Jim was. just 
a little boy, my grandfather came. to 
see his mother, after the: .death of} 
ightower Vickery. Uncle Jim said; 
to his little sister, Mary Vickery; who 
is now Mary Powell and lives at Hart- 
well at the ripe old age of 83: “I am: 
sorry that mice man came back here’ 
teday:”. Aunt Mary says: “Why?” 
“Because he wants to marry mothet | 
and 

ing to marry, and I am sorry for 
him.” But John W. Smith was the 
son ¢ a full blooded Dutchwoman and 
did not know what the words “give 
up” meant. That very day he pre-, 
vailed upon the young and handsome’ 
widow Vickery to become his wife, 
und thereby became the step father| 
of Uncle Jim whom he reared and, 
whom he loved as his own son, 

Uncle Jim like many another boy 
was inelined to be wild during. his 
yeung boyhood days, so my father 
tells me, but he had a Christian 
mother and two own sisters who were. 
also Christians. One day grandmo- 
ther said to the ‘youngest sister: 
“Well, I have just lost all hope of 
Jim.” Jim was only about 18 or 19 
vears‘ald, and it was quite early to 
lose hope of him, so Aunt Milly said: 
“Mother, we can keep praying for 
him.” 

“A mother is a mother still, the 
holiést thing: alive.” 

So the mother and sister kept on 
praying and when the same sister 
who was younger than Uncle Jim, and 
his baby whole sister, was baptised, 
the Spirit of God touched his heart 
and said “You are a lost sinner.” He 
vepented, believed in Christ, and was 
baptised when he was about 19° years 
eld at Old Line Church in Hart Coun- 
iy. At the same time that he ‘was 
haptised “Shirley’s Jim Vickery,” a 
second cousin, was baptised; Tom Mc- 
Dougall, and Balus McCleskey. -If I 
remember my~father correctly, all of 
these became preachers, possibly Mc- 
Dougall was not a preacher. Rev. J. 
W. T. Vernon baptised these young 
men. 

December 26th, 1861, Uncle Jim 
was married to Miss Lettie Haynes, 
at 8 o’clock at night. 

December 26th, 1919, at 8 o’clock 
at night, just exactly 58 years after- 
wards, the-angels of God came down! 
from heaven and lifted his tiréd wait- 
icz soul in tender arms and carried 
it to heaven to be with the angels, 
and “He was not, for God took him.” 

During the war Uncle Jim told his 
young wife that he was going to make 
-98 preacher if he ever got out of the 
war. 
~ My father tells me that immediate- 


ly afte? tha War Utisie Ini bevian to 
exhért:.as.the people called it in 
those days. te 

On August 30th, 1872, he was or- 
dained to the full ministry of the gos- 
pel: The -ordination committee con- 
sisted-of Revs. I. H. Goss, Asa Chan- 
dler, Horatio Goss, Asa Duncan, and 
John D. Adams. All names precious 
in the history and memory of the 
people of Elbert and Hart counties. 
I do not now recall who preached 
the ordination sermon, whether one 
of tHese gentlemen, or Rev. J. W. T. 
Vernon. $ 

At the beginning of the war Uncle 
Jim had just arrived at the age of 
young manhood and had accepted a 
place as overseer for some lady in the 
Flatwoods. I am not sure of the! 
name, posibly a Mrs. Hill. The en- 
listing officers told him he would be 
exempt from war service, as his ser- 
vices as an overseer of a large farm 
would be more valuable to the Con-' 
federacy. He refused to hide behind 


I heard her say that she was not, this excuse and enlisted as a volunteer; 


and served throughout the war, until 
he was too severely wounded to. do 
any more fighting, Re 

After the war with the indomitable 
spirit of a strong and. pioneer race 
burning within him he came back to 
his young wife and a young sen, 
whom he had never seen before and 
began work on the farm where he 
died, For two years he carried his 
wounded arm in 2 swing and worked 
with one arm on the farm during the 
day and studied at night under the 
tutelage of his wife, preparing him- 
self for the ministry. 

The name Vickery is Welch and 
the Vickerys came from Wales, The 
name Sanders is pure English so far 
as it pertain§ to our family. Elias 
Sanders I came to Virginia from En- 
gland. Elias Sanders II lived’ in 
South Carolina. Elias Sanders III 
was the father of several boys, three 
of whom became preachers, qnd one, 
Rev. Sam B,. Sanders, a very noted 
preacher and a leader of men in all 
walks of life in his day and time. 
I know of three daughters of Elias 
Sanders. Ane married a man by the 
name of Dyar. One of her sons, J. 
P. Dyar, an old man whom I have 
never seen, now lives at Adairsville, 
Georgia. One named Polly married a 
man by the name of Vickery, brother 
to Hightower Vickery. She is’ the 
ancestor ‘of practically all the Vick- 
erys living in Hart County. The 
other, Patience, was my grandmother 
end the mother of the subject of this 
sketch. She had only one son by 
Hightower~ Vickery. She later mar- 
ried John W. Smith by whom she had 
nine children. 

So it will be seen that Uncle Jim 
came from pure Welsh and pure En- 
glish. ancestors—two races of people 
peculiarly religious in their~ nature, 
and also who believe in religious lib- 
erty. Therefore it was fitting  he| 
should be a preacher of that type of 
religion. 

Of Uncle Jim’s labors as a preacher 
of the Gospel I know very little. His 
oldest son is just 12 years. younger 
than my father, so that Uncle Jim was 
already an old-‘man when I first knew 
him, and the busiest part of his life 
had past. I am told that We preached 


EES. 


wherever he wag cAlled na istfar 
what the salry, Afid all his preaching 
Was to couiitry ¢hurches.. Ha 
was tendered a call to the first Baptist 
Church at Athens but did not feel 
that the Spirit of God impelled him to 
accept the call. It is told of hini that 
he preached 8 years to one country 
church and received all told for the 
whole period of eight years the mag- 
nificent sum of $8.00. This may not be 
literally true, but illustrates — the 
point that he did not preach for 
money. He accumulated ‘some little. 
property, but he did it by economy, 
strict business habits, hard physical 
labor, and good business management 
of a good farm: 

Yet in his service to country 
churches he served them over a range 
of northeast Georgia, covering Hart, 
Franklin, Elbert, Oglethorpe, and one 
chutch possibly in Jackson county. He 
touched the lives of multitudes of 
people, and of all kinds of people, 

Sam Patz, a Jew, living at Elber- 
ton, used to stop in his home often. 
He took an unusual liking to Sam. 
On one occasion Sam spoke of wish- 
ing to go back acros$ the ocean to 
visit, his parents. He ‘did not have 
the money to go, Uncle Jim tender- 


ed him the money with which to make, 


the trip, he accepted it, went, and 
same back and*repaid him. Sam told 
me this incident hiffself., ~ 

It was the humanityin him that: 
touched people. 

It seemed that just prior to his 
death and on the occasion of his fun- 
eral I could feel that the air was 
charged with; “Nearer my God to 
Thee, Nearer to Thee.” We could 
feel the nearness of God and the 
melody of that great song keeps ring- 
ing in my ears. 

“Precious in the sight of the Lord 
in the death of his saints.” Why? 
Because they are ready to die. They 
approach death unafraid. Believing: 
and knowing they are-right jt has no 
terrors for them. The White Caps 
sent Uncle Jim word once that they 
were going to sink his body in Broad 
River. He sent word back for them 
to come ahead he was ready. They 
akg came, In the right unafraid to 
ie, 

Dear Aunt Lettie, if ever a precious 
soul lived it is you. If-ever a man 
had a loving, trusting, helping, com- 
forting wife and helpmeet it was you. 
Who knows how much of what Uncle 
Jim was was you? Who knows how 
much your life was entwined in his? 
“And the twain shall be one.” — If 
ever a couple exemplified the saying 
if was you dear old souls. 

But it is just a little while and you 


will see him: He who tempers the 
wind to the shorn lamh will surely 
care for those who trust in Him and 
look to Him for guidance and protec- 
tion. Uncle Jim is not dead; he only 
sleepeth and awaiteth his Master’s| 
call on the Resurrection Morn in the 
Happy Land beyond the shadows. So 
we may not say: “Farewell,” but 


wait a little while and say: “Good fo 


Morning.”
